Controversy

Master Plan 


ENS) Has California’s Master 
Pian for Higher Education, de- 
signed for a 15-year life, become 
inadequate, or even obsolete, in 

ilf that time’? 

There appear to be all shades 
of opinion on the subject, ranging 
from comments in the Legisla- 
ture’s Joint Committee on Higher 
Education that a new master plan 
is needed to Dr. Arthur Coons’ 
assertion that ‘there is nothing 
new that cannot be accommodated 
within the existing framework and 
pattern.”’ 

Coons’ comment was made in 
a meeting of the Coordinating 


Council for Higher Education, 
which has directed its staff to 


provide suggestions for a study 
of the master plan’s effect and 
ways in which it might be im- 
proved. 

While CCHE members did not 
appear to disagree seriously with 
Coons’ position, they were con- 
cerned that if the council did 
not indicate a serious interest 
in how the master plan is func- 
tioning, other agencies, such as 


the Joint Committee on Higher 
lducation, ‘‘will do the study 
for us.” as State Colleges 


Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke put 
it.

Dial M for Mouth 


An editorial a week ago in the Daily — alifornian 
entitled ‘‘Free Speech—Sometimes’’ said in part, 
‘it is a safe guess that many campus activists will 
not allow free speech—unless that speech agrees with 
their own views.,”’ 

How unfortunate it is that demands for free- 
dom of expression apply only to utopian reaction- 
aries who claim they are being ‘‘oppressed’’ by the 
‘‘wealthy bureaucracy and the government war lords.’ 

More and more we see the one-sidedness of 
the cry, ‘‘Free Speech!’’ 

Vice President Hubert Humphrey was booed 
and not permitted to finish a speech recently at the 
University of California at Berkeley—the same place 
where a couple of years ago Mario Savio was crying 
over the verbal shackles which the college adminis- 
tration had clamped on him, 

Robert McNamara was not permitted to finish 
a speech he was giving at Yale University several! 
weeks ago because of the shouts from a few peopie 
in the a:dience., 

Similarly, Dean Rusk was stopped in the middle of 
a speech by the catcalls of severa! people who sup- 
posedly had come to hear his side of the story. 

Last week at the Berkeley campus, antiwar 
demonstrators threatened to shut down the campus 
placement center because officials of the Dow Chem- 
ical Company and the Central Intelligence Agency 
were recruiting on campus. 

But, probably worst of all, the recent attack 
on the editor of the San Francisco State College 
Daily Gater points up the appalling lack of morality 
displayed by student groups, no matter what ideal 
those groups advocate, when they are willing to com- 
promise their ideals and resort to violence, 

The Vietnam War is unjust and illogical. Treat- 
ment of minority groups in the United States is, and 
always has been, a horrible disgrace toa nation which 
claims to be the greatest in the world, However, 
reciprocal injustice and disgraceful actions are not 
the way to alleviate the problems. 

An editoria! in last Wednesday’s Cal State L. 
A. College Times criticizes the brutality and amor- 
ality of recent instances of anarchy: 

“If one segment of society, in order to redress 
even the most grevious of wrongs, picks up (a) 
club, then every man must inevitably in turn defend 
himself, 

‘‘Then human rights become dependent on the 
size and force of rival gangs and not morality and 
justice, 

‘‘What is significant is that a disagreement over 
policy has degenerated into a forceful and violent 
denial of the right to present an opposing idea,”’ 

It is harrowing comment on the state of pro- 
test in America to consider that the editor of the 
College Times was threatened the day after he wrote 
the editorial.

Editor’s Note: This is the first 
in what we hope will become a 
series of profiles on interest- 
ing and unusual SSC students and 
professors.

Probably most of you have 
seen a friendly gray-haired man 
and his red seeing-eye dog walk- 
ing around campus. The man is 
George O’Connor (just plain 
George to all his friends), and his 
dog is Keith. 


I had the pleasure of inter- 
viewing George, and I found him 
to be a very stimulating person. 
I was especially impressed by 

, his cheerfulness and vitality. 


Although George is blind, and 
has been for seven years, he re- 
fuses to be givenany special con- 
siderations. He wants to be treat- 
ed like everyone else and to con- 
tinue living as before as much 
as he can. He doesn’t associate 
with other blind people because 
he feels that most of them spend 
all their time feeling sorry for 
themselves. As he puts it, ‘‘l 
abhor dependency.’’ 


George has lived a full life 
in every sense of the word. As 
a young man, he traveled 
all around the United States, 
working at odd jobs as he went, 
He did everything from mining 
in Montana to acting in Los An- 
geles. When he had seen the 
United States he joined the Na- 
vy, and set off to see the world, 


When George finaily returned 
to the United States, he de- 
cided he wanted to become a writ- 
er. He didn’t know the first thing 
about writing, but he wasn’t going 
to let that stop him. He wrote 
several short stories, and be- 
fore long he was offered a job 
by the greatest newspaper writer 
of the time, Stanley Walker of 
the ‘‘New York Herald Tribune”’ 
(that just goes to show what de- 
termination can do!). But George 
had had enough of writing. Next 
he went into the selling business. 
He eventually began working for 
a well-known publishing company 


THE 


in San Francisco, where he was 
employed at the time of his 
blindness, 


When I asked George why he 
decided to come back to college, 
he informed me that he had never 
gone to college before. He de- 
cided to come to college to learn 
about writing from the point of 
view of the great American 
masters, such as Twain, 
Hemingway and Faulkner. He is 
majoring in English and minoring 
in history. His 3.6 grade point 
average testifies to the kind of 
student he is. 


It is interesting to note that 
George does ali his work by re- 
cali, He has a reader who reads 
him his lessons, but he must store 
all the information in his head, 
When it comes time for a test, 
he dictates his answers to his 
reader, who writes them down 
for him. 


George lives with his wife and 
three dogs, He got Keith, his 
seeing-eye dog, seven years ago 
from the Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Schoo! in San Rafael, and 
Keith has been his faithful com- 
panion ever since. As he says, 
‘‘Keith and I have never parted 
for longer than seven minutes 
at any one time. If I’m invited 
somewhere and Keith can’t come 
along, I stay home.”’ 


George spends his free time 
listening to the radio, entertain- 
ing college students, or just plain 
thinking. He gets along well with 
Students because as they say, 
‘‘He’s just as crazy as we are,”’ 
He likes to think about ideas 
for books. He has written three 
books, and he’s looking forward 
to having them published after 
his graduation. 


Recently George has done 
much work for the United Cru- 
sade, and he has spoken to many 
high school groups about learn- 


ing to write. 


George is a man who enjoys 
living; he enjoys every minute of 
it. He’s not about to let it bother 
him that he’s blind. You must 
admit it George has guts!

Larson has set the show basi- 
cally in the formal exaggerated 
attitudes of the old-fashioned 
melodrama, it detaches the play 
from the illusion of stage reality 
and forces the audience to think 
about what is being said. Most 
of the time this works, but oc- 
casionally the production puts 
more emphasis on the melodrama 
than on the tough-minded, reai- 
istic and cynical comment 
Brecht is making on social jus- 
tice, 

This deliberate cross -hatch- 
ing is a technique used by the 
director to underline Brecht’s 
Savage attack on the evils and 
follies of modern man. .
